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Playground closing 
defended by. Rec director

‘A decision by the Wilmington 
Recreation Commission to close the 
Woburn Street School playground for 
the 1980 summer playground program 
is being opposed by many neigh- 
borhood residents. 

Recreation Director Ronald Swasey 
is defending the closing despite the 
opposition. 

“There is no longer the demand for 
seyen playgrounds,” said Swasey. 
“The situation is similar to the closing 
of schools - there are just not as many 
children as there were a few years 
ago. Each year we register fewer and 
fewer kids, and dropout rates can go 
as high as 75 percent throughout the 


summer.” 
The playground program is for 


children in Wilmington ages six 
through 12. The closing of the Woburn 
Street leaves six playgrounds at six 
different schools in the town. A child 
may choose any playground no 
matter what part of town he or she 
lives in. 

Other reasons cited by the 
Recreation Commission for the 
closing of the Woburn Street 
playground were: 1.A large section of 
the playground is condemned by the 
School Department. 2.[t is reasonably 
close to other playground locations 
i.e, North Intermediate and Wildwood 
schools. 3. At the a Town 
Meeting voters said ‘‘No" Again to an 
article requesting fi for im- 
proving the Woburn Street 
playground. 4. No town of similar 


Betterment charges 
on Wilmington sewer 


For some of the le who live on 
Grove Avenue in other of 
the Silver Lake area, the indications 
are that they will save money, when 
the sewer connection is finally made 
to their home. 

All the costs are not yet: fully 
decided. It must be remembered that 
the federal government is paying 85 
percent of the town’s sewer costs, but 
this item is for the bigger sewer 
mains. 

Home owners on streets such as 
Grove Avenue will have a betterment 
to pay, and an installation charge. 
The installation charge is a one time 
bill, costing anywhere up to $300, and 
possibly more or less for some homes. 

‘The betterment charge is payable 
over 20 years, if the homeowners 80 
decide. The interest charge will be» 
only five percent. Betterments. are 
computed on two factors - the street 
frontage, and the size of the lot. 

The street frontage cost is $2.50 a 


foot. The size of the lot is figured at 
three and a half cents a square foot. 
Thus a lot with 10,000 square feet, and 
100 foot frontage will be charged $600, 
payable over 20 years. 

Of course, if anyone wants to pay 
cash, that too can be arranged. 

On Grove Avenue, there are homes 
with less than 100 foot frontage, and 
Jess than 10,000 square feet area. 
‘Those homes, the one which need the 
sewer service the most, are going to 
pay even less. L 

‘A house lot with only 80 feet fron- 
tage and 8,000 square feet will cost 
only 80 percent of the cost for a 100 
foot lot - or $480 to be paid over 20 


* por For a family with a faulty Lard 
system, the sewer will 

cost benefits and an improved pale 
of living. The annual sewer bet- 
terment charge might even be less 
than they are now having to pay for 
pumping out the septic system once or 
twice a year. 


No savings for no sewer 


If the Wilmington Special Town 
Meeting of June 9 had voted against 
building a sewer to Ballardvale Street 
the town would have had to pay the 
federal government, for “over - 
designing” the sewer as it is now 

constructed. The cost for Wilmington 
would be the sum of $929,377, ac- 
cording toa letter from Whitman and 
Howard, the engineering firm that 
designed the sewer. 

‘The penalty is one that is enforced 
by the federal government when 
sewers are designed that are too large 
for their needed use. Sections One 
and Two of the sewer, already con- 
structed, and Section Three, under

gonstruction, were designed with the 
ultimate end of the sewer to be on 
Ballardvale Street. 

The chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Robert Cain, read the 
letter aloud in the town meeting. It is 
quite possible that only a few persons 
realized the import, because there 
was other confusing noises at the 
time. 

‘The cost of contract number six, 
exclusive of betterments, according 
to Whitman and Howard will be 
$770,580. That sum, of course, will 
have to be proven by the bids sub- 
mitted, and the actual construction 
costs. In any event, it seems that it is 
cheaper, in construction alone, to 
build rather than not to build.

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Volcano no surprise to students 


by Priscilla T. Lockwood 

If anyone was surprised when Mt. 
St. Helens erupted, a live volcano 
right here in the U.S., it wasn't a 
group of Wilmington High School 
students. They could have told you! 

The behavior of the Mt. St. Helens 
volcano to date has been quite typical 
of its kind of volcano, It -has done 
most everything by the book, but it 
has also thrown in a little surprise or 
two, and this too is absolutely normal. 

When it became active, W.H.S. 
geology classes had just finished a 
unit on volcanic activity, ending with 
a study of the Cascades Range in the 
northwestern U.S. They learned the 
Cascades contain some of the most 
active and potentially dangerous 
volcanoes in the world, and that 
several have continually given off 
steam or exhibited other signs of 
activity and were being monitored by 
geologists, who felt that any one could 
go into an active phase at any time. 

‘The public at large has little un- 
derstanding of the processes in- 
volved, nor does the press, and a lot of 
mistaken ideas have been put in print 
or shown on TV. One can imagine a 
reporter being assigned by his editor 
to “get some background on 
volcanoes."" The reporter goes to a 
reference source, looks under ‘‘V" for 
volcano, and what he finds there gets 
into the news. It could be about some 
other type of volcano totally unlike 
Mt. St. Helens, It’s like describing a 
potato to explain a Biosepel. 

A major Inigonception ls with 
lava. The public it hard to 
believe it’s a ‘'real” volcano if it's not 
spewing forth lava flows. Yet a 
volcano without lava is not only a true 
voleano, it can be a far more 
dangerous one. Picture a bottle of 
coke or beer that has been sitting out 
in a warm room, and a child coming 
along and shaking it vigorously. Then 
someone opens it, and the liquid 
shoots high into the air as a foamy 
mass of bubbles - no visible liquid at 
all, every bit has been transformed 
into gaseous material. So with Mt. St. 
Helens. If lava finally starts flowing, 
it could be a sign of a lessening of the 
pressure and activity within. 

When Vesuvius destroyed Pompeii 
in A.D. 79, it did it by burying the city 
under a blanket of ash that followed a 


tremendous blast which pulverized 
the mountain top, just like Mt. St. 
Helens, except more severe. The 
blasts of hot air instantly snuffed out 
the lives of those few who had not left. 
Most people had already fled, though, 
because of the continual earthquakes 
and the rain of hot ashes and cinders. 
There was no lava flow involved in 
that episode, although Vesuvius has 
put out lava other times. 

Many people found it hard to take 
Mt. St. Helens seriously, because of 
the lack of lava, Around 77 people 
have lost their lives, and none of them 
needed to, except for the two 
geologitsts who had been assigned to 
monitor the mountain. It gave ample 
warning for those who would listen. 
All volcanoes do. None have suddenly 
erupted, Hollywood style, without 
sending out signals first. 

Signals that should not be ignored 
are signs.of seismic activity, whether 
mild and detectable only on a 
seismograph, or whether actually felt 
as mild earthquakes. Old Harry 
Truman was quoted in one interview 
as saying he didn't mind the steam 
and ashes his mountain was putting 
up over there at the top, but he was 
getting darned sick and tired of his 
dishes rattling all the time - a quake a 
minute. 

A more ominous signal is a bulge. 
The seismic records tell us the ac- 
tivity is getting pretty intense in the 
magma chamber under the volcano. 
The bulge tells us that heat and 
pressure in the magma chamber have 
accumulated until the chamber is 
expanding enough to lift the moun- 
tainside - a far more dangerous stage 
than the preliminary seismic activity. 

Think for a minute of how heavy a 
boulder is, and then try to imagine the 
weight of a mountain of rock, and the 
pressure there must be to push that 
weight up. The northeast side of Mt. 
St. Helens, up above Spirit Lake, had 
been bulging five feet a day for the 
three weeks before it blew. That's 
five feet times 21 days, or 105 feet. Do 
you think anyone who understood the 
meaning of that would have gone onto 
that mountain? 

Gov. Dixie Lee Ray had listened to 
the geologists and extended the road 
block. The summer residents of Spirit

Lake planned a protest parade 
Saturday against the ban that was 
keeping them from their weekend 
mountain lodges. Sunday, May 18 the 
bulge exploded with a tremendous 
blast, pulverizing the top 1500 feet of 
the mountain. The volcano has 
erupted twice since then, May 25 and 
June 12, but no one is clamoring to go 
back and live there now, 

On June 16, observers once again 
reported that they saw red in the 
crater. Scientists think that it might 
be a dam forming.If it is a dam, this 
could signal the cessation of the 
present eruptive cycle, since a dome 
is a mass of very viscous (stiff and 
pasty) lava. Itcan be sted to well 
up, chill, harden and the ventg. 
This is the way Mt. Pelee ended. 

Another concept hard for the public 
to grasp is time. Mt. St. Helens is a 
very young voleano, and erupts very 
frequently. Of course, its last 
eruption ended in 1857, but that’s a 
very short moment ago as earth time 
goes - hardly a blink of an eye. To try 
toget it into proper perspective, think 
of a bird sitting on a giant tree. Ask 
the bird if the tree has changed its size 


or shape, and the bird may say, “No, 
of course not, I've been here all my 
life, and I've never seen it cl Md 
Harry Truman said that about Mt. St. 
Helens. 

TV has shown shots of other 
volcanoes with lava flows and people 
watching nearby. Ah, yes - a horse of 
another color! There are types of 
volcanoes that are much tamer, and 
can be approached if one is careful - 
keeping to the upwind side, and using 
all due precautions, etc, But they 
shouldn't be shown to explain the 
activity of Mt. St. Helens, one of the 
most dangerous kind.

Everett Aubry, 


33 years with 


Everett T. Aubry died unexpectedly 
in Bennington, Vermont on June 5. A 
resident of North Andover, he was the 
longest serving person at Charles 
River Breeding Laboratories in North 
Wilmington. 

Aubry started with Charles River in 
1947, and when the company moved to 
Wilmington in 1952, the Aubry family 
occupied a house on the company 
Property. That house has since been 
converted into offices. 

Everett Aubry was an un- 
forgettable person, both in his looks 
and character. A black man with a 
shock of white hair, Aubry was an 
amputee, having lost a leg in a 
boyhood accident. For many years he 
used one crutch instead of an ar- 
tificial limb. His proficiency with the 
crutch was amazing, and there was 
little that he could not do. 

Aubry occupied a number of jobs at 
Charles River during his years there. 


At the time of his death his position, Andover High School, a daughter, 


was in methods engineering. He was 
particularly strong in drafting and
